The basic crops of corn, wheat, 
rice, tobacco, and peanuts grown 
in 1949 and marketed before 
June 30, 1950 are ‘to be support- 
ed at 90 percent of parity. This 
is the same level at which these 
crops have been supported re- 
cently. The support on cotton 
grown in 1949 and marketed 
before June 30, 1950 is reduced 
to 90 percent of parity from the 
1948 support level of 92% per- 
cent. . 


Supports at 90 percent of par- 
ity are extended on hogs, chick- 
ens, eggs, milk, and milk pro- 
ducts marketed before January 
1, 1950. Potatoes harvested be- 
fore January 1, 1949 are to be 
supported at 90 percent of pari- 
ty. 

Edible dry beans and peas, 
tureys, ksoybeans and flaxseed 
and peanuts for oil, American 
Egyptian cotton, sweetpotatoes, 
are directed to be supported un- 
til January 1, 1950 at a level 
\which may range from 60 per- 
cent of parity to the 1948 level 
of support- of that commodity. 
This same provision applied to 
Irish potatoes harvested after 
January 1, 1949. The support 
level announced under the 1948 
program on these crops has been 
90 percent of parity or higher. 

Wool prices under the new 
legisiation are to be supported 
at present levels until June 30, 
1950. ; 

Lending and purchase oper- 
ations fur price support for other 
agricultural commodies during 
1949 are to be carried out to 
the extent of available funds. 

The secretary of Agriculture 
may require complaince with 
production goals and market- 
ins regulations as a condition to 
price support. & 

Beginning January 1, 1950, 
Mr. Spoor explained, the ‘“long- 
range’ farm price-support pro- 
visions become effective. These 
generally provide for a_ level 
of somewhat lower than during 


war years but higher than was _ 


authorized by earlier basic leg- 
islation. Price supports for to- 
bacco, however, are directed at 
90 percent of parity when mark- 


.eting quotas are in effect. Wool 


is to be supported at 60 to 90 
percent of parity, at whatever 
level the Secretary determines 
is necessary to encourage the 
annual production of 360 mil- 
lion pounds of shorn wool. 
Except when necessary to in- 
crease or Maintain production 
in the interest of national se- 


t 


curity, no support under the 
long-range program can be high- 
er than 90 percent of parity or 
a comparable price. Minimum

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Proper Timing Of Irrigation And Cutting 
Makes More Hay, Says Kern County Pioneer

“Make hay while the sun 
shines! Sure. But make more 
hay by proper timing of irriga- 
tion and cutting,’ says Walter 
H. Abbey, pioneer Kern county 
resident, as he recalls develop- 
ment of alfalfa hay production 
in the Kern area since 1870. 

Many farmers. are making 
good profits on their alfalfa pro- 
duction, but greater values could 
be secured by irrigating and cut- 
ting the crop at just the right 
time, Mr Abbey believes. 

In 1887, when he came to Cal-

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ifornia and Kern county, the me- 
thods of growing alfalfa .were 
primitive as compared with the 


‘modern farming procedures of 


using pump water in strip checks 
and of harvesting with tractor 
mowers, side-delivery rakes and 
power balers. 

In his early employment with 
the Kern County Land company 
on the Greenfield ranch . south 
of Bakersfield, Abbey found that 
irrigation was then dependent 
upon ditch water and that there 
was no method then known of 
leveling the checks. High levies 
were erected in contour shapes 
with mule teams pulling plows 
and with Fresno scrapers, leav- 
ing a ditch where the soil was 
moved. The result was deep 
flooding on rough ground. 

A farmer in the Rosedale dis- 
trict, west of Bakersfield, Lute 
Southern, was given credit, ac- 
cording to-Mr. Abbey, for bring- 
ing the first alfalfa seed to 


.Kern county, in 1870 and rais- 


ing the first crop on his home- 
stead. Alfalfa soon became the 
most important crop in the large 
river irrigated section south and 
west of Bakersfield. 

In those early days, alfalfa 
was allowed to grow to matur- 
ity, producing tough stalks and 
many blossoms, which made a 
field day for the honey bees. 
Spontaneous combustion caused 
much trouble for the pioneer 
growers when this mature hay 
was placed in large stacks and 
covered, and, Since the frequent 
burning of hay stacks was at 
first believed to be of incendi- 
ary origin, guards were posted

to protect the stacks. Later, it 
was discovered that the internal 
heat caused by stacking and 
covering was the mysterious ar- 
sonist. 

Gradually the abundant river 
water and artesian wells gave 
way to a falling water table. 
Horizontal centrifugal pumps 
were placed in deeper and deep- 
er pits and the turbine pump 
with more bowls and more pow- 
er was developed. 

After his 40 years of observa- 
tion of alfalfa hay production, 
Mr. Abbey believes that there 
are two important rules to fol- 
low in. obtaining more growth 
and more cuttings per season. 

The first is to irrigate the 
field approximately one week 
before cutting time. This irri- 
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gation on shaded ground con- 
serves water by  pfeventing 
evaporation and starts new 
shoots out of the crown of the 
plant. 

“Watch the new shoots,” ig 
the second rule. When they are 
well started, and not too long 
to damage, get the mower going. 
When the cutting is made at this 
time, the next cutting may be 
taken off in approximately four 
weeks instead of the usual five 
when irrigation is done after 
cutting. 

This timing, when properly 
adjusted, will result in more 
hay, says Mr. Abbey, who is 
now residing in Delano at the 
home of his son, L. E. Abbey,

IMPROVEMENTS 
AT LABOR CAMP 


An extension program of im- 
provement, including repairing 
and painting of buildings is 
now underway at the Woodville 
and Linnell Farm Labor camps 
that are being operated under 
temporary use permits by_ the 
Tulare County Rural Housing 
association, a non-profit, farm- 
er cooperation. 

The work, it is stated, is be- 
ing done in spite of the fact 
thatthe farmer group has the 
camps on a temporary basis and 
has no assurances that they 
‘will secure them permanently. 

The two camps have been 
handled by the farmer group 
since last September, when the 
federal government dropped 
them because of lack of operat- 
ing funds. Efforts to reach pur- 
chase terms with federal agen- 
cies controlling disposition of 
the camps has not been success- 
ful as yet. ‘ 

Reports indicate that camp 
operation under the rural hous- 


ing association hag been quite 


satisfactory. Rents were set up 
on a basis of non-profit opera- 
tion when the farmers took over, 
necessitating a rent increase, 
since the camps had apparently 
operated at a loss while under 
the federal government. 

The question of final disposi- 
tion of the camps is still open. 


Abatement N otices 
Filed At Earlimart 
By Health Dept. 


One hundred ninety-one abate- 
ment notices have been filed 
by the Tulare County. Health 
department, division of sanita- 
tion, following an inspection of 
outside toilets, garbages piles, 
open cesspools and other unsani- 
tary conditions in the Earlimart 
district. 

A total of 251 inspections 
were made in the. area. Correc- 


, tion of conditions where abate- 


ment notices were issued must 
be completed within 30 days or 
legal action will be taken, ac- 
cording to health department 
officials. 

It is stated that many resi- 
dents of the Earlimart district 
have already started to clean 
up their yards and make their 
toilets fly-tight. The Sanitary 
survey was requested by the 
Earlimart Grange and a citizens’ 
group of Earlimart. ; 

According to sanitary inspec- 
tors of the health department, 
same ‘conditions that exist in 
the Earlimart area can be found 
on the borders of most incorpor- 
ated cities, and in the unincor- 
Dorated towns of the county. The 
department urges citizens to 
take necessary corrective action 
on their own initiative.

Water Value 
Outweighs Grazing 
Official States — 


The value of water from the 
nation’s national fdrests . ‘out- 
weighs the potential of forest 
lands as grazing areas, accord- 
ing to a statement by Lyle F. 
Watts, chief of the United States 
Forest service, during a recent 
visit and inspection tour of na- 
tional forest lands in Califor- 
nia. 

Mr. Watts said that he did 
not believe livestock men should 
be completely barred from use 
of national , forest lands, but 
that a “balance must be kept.” 

The forest chief stated that 
more than half the federal range 
lands in the United States are 
in satisfactory condition as far 
as stocking and grazing con- 
ditions are concerned. Comment- 
ing on the other half he said, 
“We aim to take corrective mea- 
sures where necessary.” 

In California, ‘Mr. Watts point- 
ed out, only two to three per 
cent of the total feed bill comes 
from grazing on federal lands 
and throughout the west only 
three per cent of the cattle and 
seven per cent of the sheep graze 
on government land for an aver- 
age period of three and one- 
half months per year. 

“Grazing of domestic live- 
stock on national rangelands: is 
one of its major uses and can 
be carried on without undue in- 
fluence on forests, recreation 
and other uses,’ Mr. Watts 
said. 

Other facts given by Mr. Watts 
included: About 4,000,000 acres 
of national forest lands are be- 
ing reseeded with tough range 
grasses; the government is step- 
ping up its allowable timber cut 
and that concern of California 
counties over large federal lands 
does not represent a_ serious 
drain on county tax funds and 
since the federal government 
returns about 25 per cent of 
gross receipts to counties and 
is spending from $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000 on roads in west- 
ern forests. 

Legislation has passed the 
United States Senate providing 
for admission of 200,000 Buro- 
pean refugees into America, 
starting July 1, with at least 
half required to follow some line 
of agriculture. ©

Bacon Rolls 
Are Old Standby

rolls, which may be used as a‘ 


main, dish for lunch or evening 
meals.

Glass Freezer 
Jars Discussed 


Many women have been asking 
about the new freezer jars, ac- 
cording to Home Demonstrator 
Agent Clara E.. Cowgill, Univer- 
sity of California Agricultural 
Extension service. 

She says the advantages of 
glass jars especially made for 
freezing storage are: They are 
moisture-vapor-proof, can be re- 
used; need no heat-sealing as 
paper containers do; food need 
not be thawed for removal, and 
there is no leakage from the 
container in thawing. 

Disadvantages of glass jars in 
general are: They are breakable; 
because they are round, they 
take up more space, in freezers 


than rectangular paper contain- 


ers; they become frosty on the 
surface when removed from free- 
zer so are slippery to handle 
without tongs; and they are 
rather difficult to stack in the 
locker. 

The new “freezer jars’ are 
more convenient than ordinary 
glass jars because the sides are 
straight so that food slips out 
easily after dipping the jar in 
cold water.

Parlatoria Scale 
Threat To Olives 


BY KARL W. OPITZ 
Assistant Farm Advisor 

Olive Parlatoria scale poses 
a serious problem to Tulare 
county growers and _ packers. 
With prospects of only a light 
crop of Sevillanos, Ascolanos, 
and Missions, and the widespread 
infestation on the Manzanillo 
olives, it is impossible to esti- 
mate the tonnage of olives that 
will be suitable for canning 
and Spanish processing, 

Previous to this year the olive 
Parlatoria scale has not been 
evident until the latter end of 
the season. But this year the 
scale can be found on the young 
olives. Infested fruit does not 
grow as large as clean fruit. In 
some instances the grower may 
think he has a good crop of olives 
but large amounts of scale in- 
jured fruit will materially re- 
duce the total tonnage as well 
as make the crop useless for 
canning purposes. 

This scale has been found in 
groves that were either fumi- 
gated or sprayed or both fumi- 
gated and sprayed last year. 
Growers are advised to carefully 
examine their orchards at once 
even if it is thought that no 
infestation is present. Careful 
inspection with a magnifying 
glass may reveal sources of scale 
which could be most easily con- 
trolled if oil sprayed immediate- 
ly. 

It is appreciated that the olive 
growers cultural costs have been 
rapidly increasing during the 
past few years while there in- 
comme has been diminishing due 
to light crops so this advice is 
offered reservedly. To salvage 
what crops there are and to try 
to insure the supply of canned 
and Spanish olives, however, it 
is extremely important that olive 
Parlatoria scale be controled.

cultural practice the cotton 
farmer has to watch during the 
summer time is the irrigation 
of his crop. Tulare County As- 
sistant Farm Advisor Ralph L. 
Worrell, urges that cotton men 
regulate their irrigations so that 
the plants have an ample supply 
of moisture at all times, 
Cotton plants are deep rooted 
and therefore sufficient water 
should be applied at each irri- 
gation to wet the soil to a depth 
of three or four feet: This will 
require about four acre inches 
of water per acre on sandy loam 
soil and six acre inches of water 
per acre on heavy soil. Of Course, 
since sandy soil holds less water 
it will have to be irrigated more 
frequently. 
Many cotton farmers are an- 
xious about the effect of irriga- 
‘tion on, holding the cotton 
squares; they have heard that 
some irrigation methods or prac- 
tices will cause the squares to 
‘ata shed off and thus reduce the 
number of bolls. Worrell point- 
ed out the great fluctuations 
in moisture supply are apt to 
cause shed of squares from the 
plants. However, it the cotton 
has an adequate supply of’ wa- 
ter at all times and is not al- 
lowed to suffer for lack of wa- 
ter, irrigations will not cause 
squares to shed.
